1. INDOCHINA 

UPI REPORTS ADMIN SOURCES DISCLOSED MONDAY THAT US HAS 
PROPOSED OPENING PARIS TALKS SOMETIME BETWEEN APRIL 15-20 
ON ESTABLISHING NORMAL DIPLO RELS WITH SRV, BUT NEITHER 
AGENDA/LEVEL FOR TALKS YET FINALIZED. STORY SAYS SOME DOS 
OFFICIALS, HOWEVER, BELIEVE TALKS PROBABLY WILL BE DELAYED 
UNTIL AFTER PHAM VAN DONG VISITS PARIS, SCHEDULED FOR 
4/25 (WP).

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REUTER (VIENTIANE) REPORTS LAOS TUES DENIED THAI PRESS 
REPORTS THAT ARMED REBELS HAD FREED FORMER KING SAVANG

5. CHINA 

OFFICIAL PRC MEDIA REPORTS OF HUA’S MEETINGS WITH 
JAPANESE ECON DEL AND WITH FRG DEL LED BY CDU VICE CHAIR- 
MAN -BOTH STATE OCCASIONS— HAVE FUELED SPECULATION THAT 
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HUA MAY HAVE RELINQUISHED PREMIERSHIP. THUS PAVING WAY 
FOR TENG'S POL RETURN. REPORTS OF BOTH MEETINGS IDENTIFIED 
HUA ONLY AS CCP CHAIRMAN. WHEREAS ON SIMILAR OCCASIONS

TERM ENERGY SELF-SUFFICIEN C Y/US ' DETERMINATION CURB 
NUKE PROLIFERATION. SAYS TOKYO OBSERVERS EXPECT NO 
CHANGE IN US POLICY BEFORE PRES ANNOUNCES ENERGY PROGRAM 
4/20, DESPITE SCHEDULED TALKS BETW JAPAN/SCHT .F.STNGER TEAM. 

KERR ALSO NOTES JAPANESE OFFICIALS HAVE SUGGESTED INTL 
ATOMIC ENERGY AGNCY USE JAPAN'S TOKAI PLANT AS "GUINEA 
PIG" IN DEVISING SECURITY SYSTEMS AGAINST THEFT/MISUSE
